Suffers a Rela 

Th fact, when, at 5 o'clock, Mrs. Wilson 
lapsed into unconsciousness, grave fears 
were expressed that she might not be 
able to survive the night. 

At 6:10 o'clock, however, she had re- 
covered consciousness, and the president 
was able to take a short ride for the air. 

Her three daughters are at her bedaide 
and relatives have been summoned. Phy- 
sicians have been in consultation for days, 
but it was admitted at the White House 
tonight that hope for her recovery had 
almost vanished. 


Conscious Only at Intervals. 

Conscious only at intervals, Mrs. Wilson 
has beencheerful and has called constant- 
ly for her husband. Every moment thai 
could be spared from urgent official duties 
bas been devoted by the president to his 
wife. 

At the side of his constant helpmate and 
adviser he wrote the tender of good offi- 
ces appealing to the European monarchs 
to stay their comflict. From the sick room 
he has been giving directions to the 
various department heads for the relief 
of thousands of Americans stranded 
abroad.

FIGHT ON MAINE’ COAST? 


Portland, Me., Aug. 5.—[Special.}—Ac- 
cording to two radiograme picked up 
here by am amateur wireless operator 
the transatlantic Cunard liner Lusitania 
is heading under full speed for either 
this port or Boston, pursued by the two 
German warships which have been 
cruising off the New England coast for 
the last two days. 

Rushing to the Lusitania’s rescue is a 
British war veseel which picked up its 
call for help.

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The above map shows the German 
French frontier, together with the scene 
of yesterday's conflict in the vicinity of 
Liege. Reports indicate that the French 
column hurrying along the Meuse to re 
inforce the Belgians will soon be in 
touch with the enemy. A great battle 
will no doubt be fought in southern Bei- 
gium within the next few days. Ger- 
many is undoubtedly rushing support 
to its first advancing columm, which ap- 
pears to have been checked by the Bel- 
gians unaided. While all the reports 
come from Brussels and Paris, they seem 
to be circumstantial enough to lead to the 
conclusion that the Germans were de- 
feated. 

The route chosen by the northern Ger- 
man army through Belgium is the short- 
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est way to Paris. This was based on the 
supposition that their march to te 
French-Belgian frontier would be unop- 
posed by Belgium. 

Excellent roads lead from the Frenche 
Belgian frontier to Paris. The one from 
Liege extends through Namur, Mons, St. 
Quentin, and Compiegne direct to the 
French capital. Over practically the 
whole distance the highway is paved, 
making it available for the easy trans- 
portation of heavy siege guns. 

Another highway starting from Trier 
in Alsace leads through the city of Lux- 
emburg to Arion and Rheims and thence 
directly west to Paris. A third highway 
lies in between these two routes. 

The shortest distance between the 
French-Belgian frontier and Paris is

MAYOR OF SAAL SLAIN? 


PARIS, Aug. 6, 5 a. m.—It is stated that 
Germans in Alsace are shooting all per- 
sons suspected of giving information to 
the French. 
The mayor of Saal, Bavaria, is said to 
have been shot for having tried to smug- 
gle into France the news of the proclama- 
tion of martial law by Germany. 
A German wevalry patrol has been 
routed by French cavalry on the Swiss 
frontier. Three of the Germans were 
killed and two taken prisoners. The re- 
mainder fied into Switzerland, where they 
were disarmed by the federal troops.

News that hostilities between England 
and Germany have begun was received 
here today.

Plan to Guard Germans. 

Germans began to crowd today into the 
American consulate general here, which 
has been charged with their interests dur- 
ing the hostilities. By arrangement with 
the French government,.Consul General 
Thackara issues to each of thema certifi- 
cate of identification, which must be pre- 
sented to the police commissary of the 
district in which the person is domiciled. 
In exchange the commissary gives him an 
authorization to depart by train to some 
town in the west of France, where he must 
remain until the war is over. 

Most of the Germans are destitute and 
the members of the consular staff have 
provided many of them with money from 
their own pockets, as no public funds are 
available for the purpose. One wealthy 
German family, expelled from its flat, 
may have to walk the streets until the 
day appointed by the authorities for its 
departure for the west of France.

SHIELDS OUR STAND. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. ]} 

Washington, D. C., Aug. o.—[ Special. }— 
President Wilson tonight issued an execu- 
tive order laying-a strict censorship on all 
wireless messages within the jurisdiction 
ot the United States. From now on only 
such messages will be transmitted by 
radio stations in this country as are ot an 
entirely neutral character. 

This action has been taken by the pres- 
ident as a necessary step for the preeerva- 
tion of the neutrality of this country in 
the European conflict. 


Has Right Under Law. 

Authority for the action is found in a 
recent act of congress governing radio 
communication in the United States, 
which authorizes the president to adopt 
such a course iu time of war or national 
peril. : 

It is feared that the strict requirements 
f neutrality may be violated by the send- 
ing of messages from shore stations in 
the United States to ships of belligerents 
in the North Atlantic. ’ 


Send Orders Through U. 8. 

The only way the belligerents have of 
controlling ‘the movements of their ves- 
sels in these waters is. by cable to the 
United States and relaying messages by 
radio. It is understood that the Tele- 
funken station, at Sayville, L. I., has for 
several days been engaged in sending 
these messages, which have, of course, 
given material aid to the interest of the 
German government, one of the bellig- 
erents. N .

Gettysburg Used in Comparison. 


For Americans Gettysburg can be used 
best in comparison. Every student of 
American history knows that on the third 
day of that battle the Confederates were 
lined up on Seminary ridge and the union 
army. on Cemetery ridge. The distance 
between these two was about 1,700 yards. 

Early in the afternoon of the third day 

Gen. Lee ordered his artillery to sheel the 
union position. After the artillery fire} 
ceased Gen. Pickett was ordered to make 
the charge which broke the back of the 
Confederacy. Pickett lined his men up). 
in solid formation and marched them 
across 1,700 yards of open space. Thou- 
sands of them were shot down, but many 
reached the union intrenchments and a 
few made the last rush over the wall. 
Today Pickett and his men could not 
march 100 yards across that space with 
a single man standing at the end of the 
100 yards. Machine guns were not Known 
at the time Pickett made his charge. 
Today a machine gun can fire 600 rounds 
a minute in sweeping fashion and can be 
aimed with all the accuracy of a rine. 
A machine gun is easily effective at the 
distance of 1,700 yards—the distance be- 
tween Seminary and Cemetery ridges at 
Gettysburg. 
The great deadliness of present firing, 
however, can be found in the difference 
in the velocity of the bullets. During 
the civil war the infantrymen had to aim 
their guns up in the air, trusting to the 
bullets to do their damage when they 
started down after reaching the topmost 
point in a curve. 


Solid Attacks Nearly Impossible. 
Today, with the modern powder, a bul- 
let will travel 2,000 yards—over one mile 
—before it will drop a distance equal to 
the height of an ordinary man. Thus it 
is possible for infantry companies to 
sweep everything before them within 
one mile if a solid fiont attack is ordered. 
There is no safety zone whatsoever. Any- 
thing within one mile of a modern in- 
fantry rifle is in danger of destruction. 
During the civil war, when Gettysburg 
was fought, and during the Napoleonic 
wars ended by Waterloo, such a thing as 
rapid fire artillery was not known. To- 
day rapid fire artillery can be sighted 
and made effective at a distance of five 
miles. The shells are incomparably more 
effective than those of tne, old artery. 


Points to Civil War Case. 

Another illustration of this—during the 
Civil war President Lincoln often looked 
from his executive offices in the White 
House to the Virginia hills across Po- 
tomac where the Confederate army was 
intrenched from time to time. Today a 
sharpshooter using an ordinary infantry 
rifle, concealed on those Virginia hills. 
could pick off persons on the White House 
grounds, while artillery on those hills 
could raze the whole city of Washington 
in a few minutes. 
During the Civil war and during the 
Franco-Prussian war infantry fought ir 
columns. Today infantry fights in ex- 
tended order. Then infantry could make 
long rushes with safety. Tocay, protected 
by artillery from the rear, it cannot rusb 
over 100 yards ata time, dropping at the 
conclusion of each rush; and on each 
rush it will lose many men. 


Will Have Three Lines. 

After getting in range of the enemy 
the European infantry will be ordered 
into extended formation, with a firing 
line, supporting line and reserve line. The 
firing line will be ordered to rush fifty 
yards, opening fire on the enemy im- 
mediately after dropping to the ground.

Waghington, D. C., Aug. 5.—[Special.]—

Rather, they 
appear, from a military point of view, to 
indicate that Germany is covering a gen- 
eral intrenchment of the French border 
for use later on in the hostilities. 

The defeat of the three German ships in 
the Mediterranean was not surprising be- 
cause of the superior strength of the 
French. The surprising thing was the 
surrender of the two largest while they 
Were yet in fighting trim.

The Rev. Alfred Meyer spoke for more 
than an hour, discussing the significance 
of the controversy and the treatment of 
the news in the American hewspapers. 

We have war because of English jeai- 
ousy,” he said, as nearly as his rapid 
fire German may be translated into Eng- 
ligh text. The trade of Germany has 
intreased two and a half times in five 
ears. England has seen that only war 
might disturb the balance of trade.” 


Kaiser's Peaceful Instincts. 

The minister spoke of the peaceful in- 
suncts of Kaiser Wilhelm and pointed 
to the forty years of German peace.

FIRE CUTS OFF ESCAPE.

Passengers on Motor, Buried 


in Wreckage, Plead for 
Death; Man Saves 
Nine Lives. 


Joplin, Mo., Aug. 5.—Thirty-eight per- 
sone were killed and twenty-five injured 
in a collision between northbound pas- 
senger train No. 2 of the Kansas City 
Southern railway and a Missouri and 
North Arkansas railroad gasoline motor 
car running on the Kansas City South- 
ern tracks near Tipton Ford, ten miles 
south of here, tonight. Mistaken orders 
are sald to have caused the accident. 

With eupposedly a clear track ahead, 
the passenger train plunged at full speed 
into the motor car, which was coming 
from an opposite direction. Each is said 
to have been running thirty-five miles an 
hour. The motor car was telescoped and 
its gasoline reservoir exploded, throwing 
burning ofl over the wreckage. 


Orushes Motor Car. 

The heavy train crushed the motor car 
like paper and the crash was immediately 
followed by fire, which spread death and 
injury to almost every one on the motor. 

Aa the fire spread, groans of the persons 
pinned under the wreckage could be 
heard. A number begged to be Killed 
rather than face a slow death by fire. 

When the news of the wreck reached 
Joplin every, available physician and 
nurse was rushed to a relief train. The 
injured were placed aboard and brought 
here.

'Thorwald Nielsen Shoots 
Matron of Danish Old 
People’s Home. 


QUARREL OVER DOCTOR? 


Thorwald Nielsen, superintendent of the. 
Danish Old People's home in Norwood 
Park, shot and killed his wife, Mrs. Mary 
Nielsen, during a fit of jealous rage yes- 
terdey and then hanged himself to a 
rafter in the basement of the home. 

Alleged attentions paid hia wife by Dr. 
W. K. Yorks of 5906 East Circle avenue, 
Norwood Park, attending physician at the 
home, prompted the man’s acts. 

Nielsen and his wife went to the home 
two years ago. Dr. Yorks attended Mrs. 
Nielsen frequently and she paid a number 
of visits to the physician's house. 

Nielsen accused his wife of being in 
love with the doctor and they quarreled 
frequently. Mrs. Nielsen threatened to 
leave her husband and obtain a divorce. 
They quarreled last Thursday and Niel- 
sen left and came to Chicago. 


Hear Six Shots. 
Yesterday he arrived in Norwood Park 
on the 8:30 train. He went to his wife's 


six shots fired, and then saw Nielsen rush 
downstairs to the, basement. Policeman 
John Smaha arrived a short while later 
and cut the body down. Nielsen had 
hanged himself with a small piece of 
rope which he evidently had brought 
from Caicago for the purpose. His feet 
were touching the ground and his knees 
were bent. The rafter was so low that 
he apparently was compelled to hold his 
feet up in order to produce strangulation. 

Mre. Nielsen probably was killed almost 
instantly. All six bullets had entered her 
body. The room was in great disorder. 
as though there had been a violent quar- 
rel or a struggie. 

Dr. Yorks has been married three times, 
His first wife died, the second obtained 
a divorce, and his third wife left him 
about two weeks ago. It was said that 
his attentions to Mrs. Nielsen caused the 
rupture. f 

Dr. Yorks Talks. 

The physician's 14 year old daughter at 
first refused to admit a reporter last 
night, but finally Dr. Yorks consented to 
an imterview. 

My wife left of her own free will.“ he 
explained, dut gave no reason for her 
departure. My relations with Mrs. Niel- 
sen were entirely professional. I had 
treated her for various ailments for the 
last two years and she came frequently 
to my house. 

“ She told me that she and her husband 
quarreled frequently and that he accused 
her of being too friendly with me. 
There was nothing to his accusations, 
however. She also told me that she in- 
tended to leave him and obtain a divorce, 
as he had threatened to kill her on sev- 
eral aceasions when he was aroused by 
jealousy.” 

Nielsen was 38 years old. His wife was 
30. The bodies were taken to a morgue 
at 8615 Fullerton avenue.
